At a meeting of the Senate's Matriculation Committee 
held October 2lst, a communication from the Minister of Educa 
tion was: considered regarding the addition to the Matriculation 
Curriculum in History of a course of Study on the present war.

rather than obligatory. The Committee recommends that the
